aged  mostly  without  interference,  al¬ 
though  upon  method*  similar  to  those 
employed  bv  the  government,  and  by 
*•  trained  f«»na*t«*r*,  who  receive  their  edu¬ 
cation  iu  -ty-  of  the  eight  higher  and  sev¬ 
eral  lower  school*  of  forestry  which  the 
rariotM  government*  have  established. 

The  several  state*  dirt*  r  in  their  laws 
regarding  fun«t  property.  Of  the  pri¬ 
vate  forests  70  j  *t-i  if  an*  wit  hour,  any 
control  whatever,  while  30  p<  r  cent  are 
subject  t*>  Mipervndoii.  so  far  an  clearing 
and  devastat  inti  ar*  rotirvniel 

The  tendency  Oil  the  |»art  of  the  gov- 
'eminent  has  bet  u  rather  toward  j«er*ua- 
sive  measures.  Thus  in  addition  to  hoy  - 
ing  up  or  acquiring  liy  exchange  :uel  re¬ 
foresting  w  aste  land- -  ■  **  *mc  «NM,000 
acres  have  been  so  reforested  daring  the 
le  T  25  years — the  government  gives  V 
suiance  to  private  owner*  in  reforesting 
their  waste  land.  Durum  the  last  10 
year*$3oo,iM»u  w:»s  granted  in  this  way. 

In  AustrhO>y  a  law  adopted  in  1852, 
not  only  are  thf  Male  ftir*>t.**— eompri.**- 
ing  less  than  I0pv  *vgt  *>f  the  total 
forest  area — nhioiially  manage*!,  and 
the  management  yf  tin*  communal  for¬ 
ests — nearly  10  ]*•  r  i  til — officially  su- 
,  pervisod,  but  private  owners — holding 
)  about  32  |*t  mit — are- prevented  from 
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forestation  n]>ourotiilition  that  the  work 
is  done  acr* eding  to  its  plans  and  within 
the  time  sjRvithd  by  the  government. 

In  Russia  until  lately  liberty  to  cut, 
burn,  destroy  and  devastate  was  unre¬ 
stricted.  but  in^fNss  a  comprehensive 
and  well  cbusidat^d  law  cut  *>ff,  so  far 
as  this  can  l>e  doneun  palter,  this  liWrty 
of  vandalism.  For  autocratic  Russia 
this  law  is  rather  timid  :uid  is  in  the  na¬ 
ture  of  a  compromise,  between  commu¬ 
nal  and  private  interests^  in  which  much 
St  not  all  depends  on  the  gvxxl  will  of 
the  private  owners 

A  federal  law  was  adopted  iu  Switzer¬ 
land  in  1878  which  gives  the  federation 
control  over  the  forests  of  tlu^mountaiu 
region  embracing  eight  entire  cantons 
and  parts  of  seven  others,  or  over  1,000,- 
000  acres  of  fores}.  The  federation  itself 
does  not  own  any  forest  huid,-*and  the 
cantdhs  hardly  1^0,000  acres,  somewhat 
over  4  per  cent  of  the  forest  area,  two- 
thirds  of  which  is  held  in  communal* 
ownership  and  the  r*-st  by  private  own- 
era  . 

The  federal  authorities  have  supervi¬ 
sion  over  all  cantonal,  communal  and 
private  forests,  >o  far  :us  they  are  “pro- 
t*  *ive  for**>ts,  ”  but  the  exi*cutioo-of  the 
law  rest.4  with  th**  cantonal  authorities 
under  the  inspection  of  ftsleral  officN*rs. 

In  France  uut  tmlv  does  the  state  man¬ 
age  its  own  forest  property,  one- ninth 
of  the  forest  an'a,  iu  appnwcd  manner, 
and  supervise  the  iu  uiagement  of  for¬ 
ests  belonging  to  communities  and  other 
•public  institutions,  double  the  area  of 
state  forests  in  a  manner  similar  to  the 
regulation  of  forests  in  Germany,  but  it 
extends  its  ooutrol  over  the  large  area  of 
private  forests  by  forbidding  any  clear¬ 
ing  except  with  the  consent  of  the  forest 
administration.  — Century  Magazina

Well,  Coxey'a  army  has  tse**o  la  Wasb- 
Inftoo  a  week.  They  are  camped  in  a 
spot  tbat  physicians  declare  to  be 
dangerous  to  bealth  and  life,  anti  from 
which  Ooxey  has  removed  bis  horses, 
but  uone  of  the  five  hundred-odd  men 
he  v«  died,  although  lone  of  them  have 
bed  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital  The  re¬ 
ceipts  from  admissions  to  the  camp 
twenty-five  cents  is  charged  -and  from 
individual  contributions  Lavs  so  far 
bees  sufilcleut  to  feed  the  men,  but  as 
both  bave  beguo  to  fall  joff  sed  the 
number  of  men  is  camp  is  constantly  in¬ 
creasing,  this  condition  of  affairs  may 
not  last  much  longer.  Large  accessions 
to  the  army  are  expected  this  week. 
There  has  not  been  tbe  slightest  dis¬ 
turbance  between  tbe  police  and  the 
army  since  the  arrest  of  Coxey,  Browne, 
aud  Jones  for  attempt  lag  to  speak  on 
the  Capitol  steps.  Tbe  police  court  has 
been  crowded  for  three  days  to  bear 
their  trial,  and  they  have  bad  as  coun¬ 
sel,  besides  local  lawyers.  Senator 
Alien,  and  Representatives  Pence,  of 
Colorado;  Hudson,  of  Kansas;  Sibley, 
of  Pa.;  Haines,  of  Nebraska;  and  Van 
Voorbis,  of  New  York. 

The  Democrats  promU-e  that  all  of 
the  pro|*osed  amendments  to  tbe  tariff 
bill  shall  be  made  public  this  week,  and 
claim  tbat  they  bave  forty-three  votes— 
a  majority-  -pledged  to  tbe  ameuded 
bill,  but  lUl*  claim  Is  disputed,  as  it  Is 
now  said  the  Louisiana  Senators  will 
b«  Compelled  by  the  Legislature  that 
meets  on  the  )5tb  inst.  to  take  their 
choice  between  refusing  to  vote  for  the 
tariff  bill,  unless  a  duty  of  two  cents  a 
pottud  is  put  upon  sugar,  or  being  sup¬ 
planted  by  two  meu  who  will  do  us  re¬ 
quired^  Both  of  these  Senators  were 
appointed  by  the  Governor  to  fill  iiucx- 
pired  terms;  both  wish  to  succeed  them¬ 
selves,  aud  tbe  Legislature  will  decide. 
It  is  another  uncertainty  added  to  those 
ulreudy  existing. 

The  House  Committee  oil  Railways 
aud  Canals  was  so  favorably  impressed 
with  the  project  of  building  a  canal  be¬ 
tween  the  Ohio  River  aud  Lake  Erie 
that  it  ordered  a  favorable  report  on 
the  bill  appropriating  $10,000  for  a 
preliminary  survey  of  the  proposed 
route.  Erie,  N.  Y.,  aud  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
are  to  be  the  terminals  of  the  canal. 

It  dosa’t  take  much  to  make  a  Seaa- 
tor  or  Representative  laugh,  particular¬ 
ly  when  Congress  la  iu  session.  There¬ 
fore,  when  Dr.  McCandless  of  Pittsburg 
sent  to  Senutor  Quay,  by  a  page,  a 
neatly  bound  book  bearing  iu  big  gold 
letters  the  title  “Wbat  Congress  Has 
Done,”  no  on*  who  saw  tbe  transaction 
was  surprised  te  se^filT.  Quay  laugh. 
Later  he  sent  the  book  to  Vice-President 
Stevenson,  who  also  laughed,  and  who 
in  torn  sent  the  book  to  Senator  Peffer. 
Tbs  book  kept  on  until  It  had  made  tbe 
round  of  ths  Senate  chamber  and  every¬ 
body  bad  laughed  at  it,  yet  It  contained 
no  printed  joke;  in  fact.  It  contained 
nothring  except  blaak  leaves,  thus 
showing  that  its  title  was  aptly  chosen. 

The  House  Committee  on  Post-oflices 
and  Post-roads  has  heard  arguments  in 
favor  of  ths  bills  now  before  ^bat  com¬ 
mittee  providing  for  ths  government 
ownership  and  control  of  all  telegraph 
lines,  by  A.  L.  Randall,  Chairman  of 
the  International  Typographical  Com¬ 
mittee;  Samuel  Oompers,  President  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor; 
Gardiner  G.  Hubbard,  of  Washington; 
8.  H.  Bell,  Secretary  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union;  and  Representa¬ 
tive  Blair,  of  N.  H.  The  committee  has 
taken  no  formal  action,  but  the  impres¬ 
sion  exists  that  a  majority  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  are  opposed  to  ths  Idea  embraced 
Iu  these  bills. 

The  first  Congressional  pay-day  since 
It  was  decided  to  enforce  the  old  law 
compelling  a  member  to  certify  the  num¬ 
ber  of  day*  he  was  absent  during  the 
mouth  passed,  aad  providing  that  he 
shall  be  docked  for  every  day  of  absence 
without  leave  aud  not  caused  by  sick¬ 
ness,  demonstrated  several  things : 
First,  and  probably  most  important, 
that  there  are  members  of  the  House 
who  deliberately  reported  themselves 
present  when  they  were  not  and  did  not 
stay*  away  on  account  of  sickness,  In 
erdsr  to  escape  having  their  pay  docked  ; 
•ecoud,  that  the  law  Is  very  unpopular 
with  members  whose  absenteeism  has 
been  marked;  third,  that  an  attempt 
Is  to  be  made  to  show  that  the  law  Is 
no  longer  in  force. 

The  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  of 
the  House  Judiciary  Committee  that  In¬ 
vestigated  the  notorious  strike  orders 
Issued  by  Judge  Jenkins  Is  a  curious 
document,  and  reflects  no  great  credit 
upon  those  who  signed  It.  After  say¬ 
ing  that  tbe  orders  were  **a  gross  abuse 
of  the  power  of  tbe  court ;  were  support¬ 
ed  by  neither  reason  nor  authority  ;  were 
beyond  tbe  jurisdiction  of  the  Judge, 


•ad  were  therefore  void."  It  naively 
adds  that  the  j  udge  is  exonerated  from 
any  corrupt  intention.  If  Un  quote 
tioc  above  in  correct,  the  judge  deserves 
impeachment  either  for  <-* >rreptaeee  or 
for  locoaipeteucy.  Tbe  report  reads 
like  an  attempt  to  straddle;  to  plea: 
the  labor  organizations  by  denouncing 
the  strike  order*,  and  the  friends  of  the 
judge  by  exonerating  him.

He  found  that  th**  majority  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  formed  distinct  images  of  th*  ob¬ 
ject*  cimi-pondmg  to  the  wards,  and 
the  r*-t  f*ffm<**i  indistinct  images,  with 
a  few  exceptions,  who  seem  to  have  in¬ 
dulged  ui  philosophical  abstraction*.

Th*-  word  “church”  usually 
evoked  n  picture  of  some  church  in  the 
vicinity,  but  some  of  the  hearers  thought 
of  a  “religious  organization.  ”  It  is  ev 
ident  from  hi*  result*  that  must  people 
are  " visual izers”  in  thinking,  whiles 
few  ar<*  "uonvisualizers.  ”  The  tenden¬ 
cy  to  form  distinct  images  was  very 
oouspiruou*!  among  the  female  students, 
and  iii  Isith  sexes  it  reaches  an  abuor; 
mal  development  about  the  ages  of  14 
and  15,  or  during  the  period  of  adoles¬ 
cence,  which,  it  has  been  otherwise  ob 
serve* l,  is  also  one  of  exceptional  good 
health  iiutl  rapid  growth.  The  tendency 
is  further  check*  d  or  fostered  by  the  oc¬ 
cupations  in  life. — Cassell’s  Magazine. 

t  he  (T«H'k  Vl'lndinc  snake. 

In  I’*  rsia  there  is  a  kind  of  Minks 
which  is  known  to  the  natives  as  the 
clock  winding  snake.  It  derives  its 
name  from  a  peculiar  buzzing  noise 
Which  it  makes  that  resembles  the  wind¬ 
ing  of  a  clock.  These  snal^^tire  per¬ 
fectly  harmless  and  frequently  glide  in 
and  ont  of  the  Louses,  no  attention  be¬ 
ing  paid  to  them  by  the  natives.  Dur¬ 
ing  u  v  isit  there  several  years  ago  I 
was  attracted  one  morning  by  an  unu¬ 
sual  twittering  of  birds,  and  on  looking 
ftp  saw  about  20  sparrows  on  tbe  top 
of  a  wall,  all  jumping  about  in  an  ex¬ 
cited  n.  aimer. 

At  first  I  was  at  a  loss  to  understand 
the  cause  of  such  a  commotion,  but 
presently  I  heard  the  peculiar  buzzing 
of  th**  cluck  winding  snake  and  iu  a 
minute  jiereeived  the  reptile  crawling 
along  the  wall,  making  directly  for  the 
birds,  which  appeared  to  be  fascinated 
and  made  no  attempt  to  fly  away.  The 
snake  glided  in  among  the  birds,  and 
choosing  one  to  his  liking  deliberately 
seized  it  in  his  mouth  and  swallowed 
It  I  picked  up  a  stick,  and  after  kill¬ 
ing  the  snake  cut  him  open  and  extract¬ 
ed  the  sparrow.  -  After  about  10  min¬ 
utes’  exposure  to  the  sun  the  bird  got 
up,  and  in  a  few  minutes  more  flew 
away  apparently  unhurt  —  St  Louis 
Globe-Democrat.
